U.S. GAS PRICE PROBE. 
URGED IN BRUNSWICK 


BRUNSWICK, Ga., Aug. 4.—The 
city commission of Brunswick Tues- 
day adopted a resolution urging the 
federal trade commission to investi- 
gate alleged discriminatory prices of 
gasoline here. The resolution said 
gasoline prices here were from 4 to 6 
cents per gallon higher than those in 
towns in this immediate vicinity. 

The resolution said: 

“Whereas, it has been called to the 
attention of this commission by every 
local civic organization that the city 
of Brunswick is being discriminated 
against in the price of gasoline, said 
discrimination resulting in a_ local 
price of 4 to 6 cents a gallon higher 
than that prevailing in the immediate 
surrounding territory. 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved, 
that the situation be called to the at- 
tention of the federal trade commis- 
sion, Washington, with the urgent re- 
quest that the said commission con- 
duct an investigation with a view to 
equalizing local prices.”

Banker and Cotton Mill Di- 
rector Succumbs After 
Brief. Illness.

Heinrich iruening, chancellor of 
Germany, tonight appealed over the 
radio to the only power at present 
able to pull the nation through the 
next few weeks of economic stress-— 
the German people themselves, 

Frankly telling his fellow citizens 
that the real burden of restoring finan- 
cinl stability to the fatherland 
on themselves, Herr Bruening com- 
mended the enalmness and common 
sense with which they stood the test 
of the last three weeks. His hearers 
had a right to know, he said. what 
their government has been doing and 
trving to do'to meet the emergency. 

The chancellor declared that in the 
first place the government was not 
claiming infallibility. It has been 
doing its best, he said, but does not 
pretend that the best has been in 
every ease sulficient. 

What the government does eontend 
is that it acted vigorously and boldly 
mstead of wasting precious moments 
attempting to arrive at a theoretically 
perfect solution.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—(/)—An 
appreciable effect upon the unempioy- 
ment situation during the approach- 
ing winter is expected of the employ- 
ment service by Secretary Doak. 

In making public a letter from the 
secretary of labor expressing that 
view, President Hoover today creditcd 
th» recently reorganized service with 
a “large measure of accomplishment.”

The intruder, entering a laboratory, 
interrupts a beam of light which 
causes the photo-electric cell to mo- 
tivate the electric circuit, thereby op- 
erating the specially designed trip de- 
vice, which simultaneously

ARE YOU A HYPO OR A HYPER? 

We evolutionists are alarmed at the 
way the sexes are approaching each 
other in clothes, habits, work, play, 
physical appearance. The males of the 
species are growing ever more effem- 
inate; the females are attempting to 
substitute vulgarity and coarseness for 
the wholesome influence of a good 
physical training.

. REPLY TO BOYKIN 
Replying to Boykin and explaining 
the measure attacked by the solici- 
tor-general, McRae made the follow- 
ing statement Tuesday night: 
“Solicitor Boykin’s reputation as a 
persecutor is quite as generally 
known as is his reputation as a

prosecutor. The bill to which he re- 
fers was passed unanimously by the 
special judiciary committee of the 
house, _It is a bill to legalize the 
Suspension of sentences by the judges 
of this state in misdemeanor cases. 
Although many judges *now suspend 
misdemeanor sentences, the supreme 
court has repeatedly held that such’ 
action is illegal. The bill merely 
seeks to make legal a practice which 
is indulged in by the courts in this 
State every day. Many men are 
walking the streets of Atlanta today 


who are under suspended sentences. 
Since the suspension of these sen- | 
tences was illegal, these persons are | 
subject to be arrested at any time 
and confined in the chain 
service at the whim of political | 
judges and prosecutors, 

“This bill provides that the term | 
of sentence expire at the end of 12 
months whether the person be in- 
carcerated or not, as is the case) 
when offenders are placed on proba-, 
tion. As it is now, the sentence 
never expires, but hangs over the} 
head of the convicted person for life. | 
The solicitor-general’s power over | 
men who have suspended sentences 
is enormous, and the opportunity for 
using these men as witnesses should 
be minimized as much as possible. A. 
man should not be sent to the chain | 
gang six years after his conviction | 
and payment of a fine of $5,000, of | 
which the solicitor-general received | 
$3,333.33. His sentence should have 
expired when the time was out. This 
bill has the support of the best law- 
in the general assembly, and 
will put an end to the pernicious sys- 
tem of judicial peonage now existing 
in this state. 

“The constitution of Georgia pro- 
vides that the executive, legislative 
and judicial branches of our govern- 
ment shall forever remain separate 
and distinct, and no person discharg- 
ing the duties of one shall at the 
same time exercise the functions of 
the other. 

“Mr. Boykin is a member of the 
judicial branch. I am a member of 
the legislative branch. If he wanted 
to legislate he should have run for 
the legislature. But this isn’t the 
only bill I have introducéd in the 
general assembly that Mr. Boykin 
opposes. He is no doubt more con- 
cerned about the bill affecting his 
salary. If Mr. Boykin will come to 
the city auditorium tonight 1 will 
amplify this statement.”

The commission, recently appointed 
by Governor O. Max Gardner, was 
authorized by the 1931 general as- 
sembly which approved an act to con- 
solidate the three schools. It has al- 
ready held several meetings. 

Under the consolidation plan, each 
of the three schools will continue to 
maintain separate physical plants, al- 
though overlapping departments in 
the three schools will be eliminated 
or co-ordinated. 

The University of North Carolina 
at Chapel Hill will be developed for 
more general education and the teach- 
ing of arts and sciences. 

North Carolina State College here, 
which recently assumed the propor- 


‘tions of a universit ith the admis- 
Ellis, alleged lieutenant of Floyd) rsity with the adm 


sion of women students and the addi- 
tion of various schools, will concen- 
trate on teaching agricultural and 
technical subjects. North Carolina 
College for Women at  Greensbore 
will become the woman’s division of 
the university. 

Under the law, plans for the con- 
solidation of the three schools are to 
be completed by the commission by 
June 1, 1932, when a consolidated 
board of trustees, of 100 members, 
take charge. Until that time

Hands that are void of two suits 
come in the type that might aptly be 
described as distributional monstrosi- 
ties. ‘The craze for goulashes pre- 


valent in the early days of contract 
has almost entirely died out.
